THIS ECONOMIC DEF'RESSION. 


It will he remembered that FARMING, in a recent discussion of the 
present business panic, pointed out that: 
First, the basic cause for it is the fact that the country’s supply of 
actual money has been cornered, withdrawn from active circulation in the 
channels of trade and locked up iii idleness iii the strong boxes of the big 
finaneeers. 
Second, that the purpose of these big finaneeers in so “cornering” 
the money supply was to create a money stringency which would force the 
issuance of vast sums of non-taxable government bonds in which they can 
invest their now idle dollars. 
Third, that all other alleged causes, such as depreciated silver, over­ 
production of farm products, displacement of labor by improved n achinerv, 
disorganized world trade, etc., were mere incidents to the effect flowing 
from the main cause; symptoms only and nothing more of what ails us. 
And fourth, that only two cures were possible; either, first, the 
issuance of sufficient government credit money to break the “ corner,” or 
second, a surrerder to the hungry bond cormorants and the issuance of 
enough non-taxable bonds to absorb their hoarded wealth of ca-h money 
and bring it hack into the channels of trade. 
No one who has been observant of the moral and political cowardice 
that has been the chief characteristic of recent administrations expected 
the present one to be brave or honest enough to resort to the first 
alternative. 
Late prest dispatches carry the news of the administration’s first 
surrender, on the other hand, to the demand for bonds. 
The first step in its debasement to the will of the money lords comes 
in the issuance of $800,000,000 in eighteen-year 3% per cent bonds to 
take up short-term loans. 
Aside from the abasement all true patriots must feel at this sub­ 
servience to the will of the money power, two very disturbing factors 
arc no’ed in connection therewith. 
First, this enormous amount of bonds was immediately over-subscribed 
seven and one-half times, showing to what fabulous sum these hoarded 
dollars 5 as reached while awaiting ‘his class of investment. 
And second, it is announced that there are outstanding the enormous 
sum of $3,100,000,000 in these same short term loans; sufficer t excuse, 
now that the start has bepn made. for the administration to bond our 
government beyond all hope of release for years to come. 
Now that the choice has been to surrender, the job had a- well be 
made complete and at once. 
The s o o n e r the bond-buyers are satiated just that earlier our accus­ 
tomed mushroom prosperity will return to poison us again with its eventual 
t n id-stool effect. 
The American people are slaves to a financial oligarchy more soul less 
and hearties* than any pagan king that ever rilled with blood and iron.

Fletcher’* Farming (Hondo): One 
of the reason s why little in the way 
of tax reform can he hoped for from 
the present Legislature is because 
some of those loudest in protesting 
an increase in their taxes are most 
insistent upon the State embarking 
into new enterprises calling for the 
expenditure of more money.

FIRE ON THE FARM. 


During 1930 farmers suffered one 
of the greatest fire losses in agricul­ 
tural history 
a total of about $125,- 
000.00ft. according to the National 
hire 
Waste 
(’ouncil, 
as compared 
with an average of $100,000,000 in 
“normal’’ years. 
This unusually heavy fire loss was 
attributed largely to 
the 
drought, 
which increased th*- 
common 
farm 
hazards such as highly combustible 
buildings, isolated from the protec­ 
tion of adequately equipped fire com­ 
panies, and general 
lack 
of 
fire- 
quenching facilities. 
Even so, the annual farm fire loss 
cannot he justified. 
Numerous stud­ 
ies have been completed and others 
are being made on how to reduc** the 
waste 
Many authoritative hooklets, 
dealing with every phase of the agri­ 
cultural fire problem, are available. 
The harrier in the way of prevention, 
of course, is the same on farms as 
in cities— the refusal of the individ­ 
ual to learn the fundamentals of fire 
prevention, and his carelessness in 
permitting unnecessary hazards to go 
uncorrected. 
It cannot he questioned that the 
annual fire waste has done much to 
prevent farm prosperity. 
Even if all 
property were covered by inaurance- 
which is n*>t— no policy can compen­ 
sate 
for 
destroyed 
buildings 
and 
crops, wasted time, dovasted land. 
Every farmer should take *teps to 
make his property as “fire-proof” as 
is humanlv possible.— SeWfed.

“Test meals were fed to the stu­

Delicate instruments re­ 
corded accurately the digestive re­ 
actions of the subjects during the 
tests. 
“The data obtained 
from 
the 
measurement of the gastric juices 
is perhaps the most sensational be­ 
cause it can be more easily trans­ 
lated into conclusions of benefit to 
everyone. 
Salty 
tastes, 
it 
was 
found, stimulate to a slight degree 
the gastric flow, while 
bitter or 
sour tastes have no effect. 
Sweet 
tastes are by far ’he 
greatest 
stimulators of these juices, a plenti­ 


ful supply of which is essential to 
good digestion.** 
Dr. Laird said 
that chocolate bar was found to 
have the most marked effect.

Baked Spareribs with Sauer­ 
kraut: Wash and drain one and 
one-half pounds of spareribs and 
dust with salt and pepper. Place 
in a baking pan. Pour two-thirds 
cup water over and bake in a 
moderate oven—350 degrees—for 
about one 
hour, 
basting occa­ 
sionally. Heat the contents of one 


No. 2 can of sauerkraut and pile 
in the center of a hot platter. Ar­ 
range the spareribs around tho 
kraut 
Grapefruit Tapioca: Drain one- 
half of a No. 2 can of grapefruit 
ana arrange in the bottom of a 
greased baking dish. Sprinkle one 
tablespoon sugar over. Combine 
one-half cup of the grapefruit 
syrup with one-lialf cup of orange 
juice. Bring to boiling, add one 
and one-half tablespoons quick- 
cooking tapioca, and cook In a 
double boiler for fifteen minutes. 
Beat one* egg yolk slightly, add 
three tablespoons sugar to the yolk 
and then add this to the tapioca. 
Pour over the grapefruit and bake 
in a moderate oven—350 degrees 
—for about twenty five minutes. 
Make a meringue by beating the 
white of one egg until stiff, adding 
two tablespoons sugar and a few 
grains of salt, and then beating 
again until very smooth and stiff. 
Pile on top of the pudding and 
return to a slow oven—300 de­ 
grees—tor fifteen minutes.*
